190th  Session  Opens  With  172  Freshmen 


One  hundred  and  seventy-two  freshmen,  one  of  the 
largest  first-year  classes  in  the  190-year  history  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  began  the  process  of  matriculation 
on  Sunday,  September  12. 

These  172  men  represent  57  per  cent  of  the  group 
of  300  who  were  offered  admission.  A  total  of  570 
applications  was  completed. 

PARENTS  MEET  THE 
FACULTY  AND  STAFF 


Freshmen  and  their  parents  had  a  chance  to  meet  the  members  of  the 
faculty  and  staff  soon  after  they  arrived  on  Sunday.  The  Parents 
and  Friends  Lounge  was  open,  and  wives  of  faculty  and  staff  mem- 
bers took  turns  at  serving  punch  and  cookies. 


The  total  enrollment  for  the  190th  session  is  538,  an 
increase  of  23  over  last  year's  total  enrollment  of  515. 

Lewis  H.  Drew,  Director  of  Admissions,  reports 
that  size  is  not  the  only  area  in  which  an  increase  has 
been  noted,  and  he  predicts  that  the  class  should  be  a 
good  one. 

Ninety-four  freshmen  (55  per  cent)  stood  in  the  top 
quarter  of  their  high  school  class,  with  64  (37  per  cent) 
in  the  second  quarter.  This  means  92  per  cent  of  the 
Class  of  1969  came  from  the  top  half  of  their  high 
school  classes.  Compared  with  last  year's  class  with 
88  per  cent  in  the  top  half,  an  increase  of  four  per  cent 
is  noted. 

Their  verbal  and  mathematical  scores  on  the  CEEB's 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  average  528  and  577, 
respectively.  This  compares  with  527  and  575  for  the 
1964-65  freshmen,  and  506  and  550  for  the  1963-64 
group. 

Seventy  freshmen  indicated  a  preference  for  a  B.A. 
degree,  while  98  indicated  they  preferred  a  B.S.  Four 
men  remained  undecided. 

Public  schools  were  attended  by  139  (91  per  cent), 
and  33  freshmen  (19  per  cent)  attended  independent 
schools.

(11  per  cent  of  the  class).  Forty-one  sons  of  alumni 
applied,  26  were  accepted,  ten  were  rejected,  and  five 
were  placed  on  the  waiting  list.  In  the  1964-65  group, 
17  sons  of  alumni  enrolled. 

THE  FINISHING  TOUCHES 


While  the  last  articles  were  being  brought  into  the  dormitories, 
mothers,  little  sisters,  girl  friends,  and  students  put  the  final  touches 
on  the  rooms. 


Sixty-two  per  cent  (107)  of  the  freshmen  come  from 
Virginia.  North  Carolina  is  represented  by  18  men, 
and  West  Virginia  is  third  with  12.  Six  freshmen  come 
from  Pennsylvania,  rive  from  Maryland,  four  from 
Tennessee  and  New  Jersey,  two  from  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Florida,  Xew  York,  Ohio,  and  South 
Carolina,  and  one  each  from  Alabama,  California, 
Connecticut,  Georgia,  and  Kentucky.  One  member  of 
the  Class  of  1969  came  all  the  way  from  Venezuela. 

Thirty  per  cent  (51)  of  the  Freshmen  Class  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Episcopal 
church  is  second  with  39  members,  and  the  Baptist 
and  Methodist  Churches  are  third  (27)  and  fourth 
i  26),  respectively. 

CAREER  GOALS 

Freshmen  have  listed  their  career  goals  as  follows: 
Medicine  (including  dentistry),  45;  Law,  20;  Academic, 
eight ;  Medicine  or  Law,  five ;  Other  areas,  1 8 ;  Undecided 
(most  have  definite  ideas  but  have  not  come  to  a 
decision),  76. 

If  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1969  live  up  to  their 
excellent  qualifications,  most  of  them  will,  more  than 
likely,  reach  these  goals.  At  any  rate,  all  signs  point 
to  the  fact  that  they  arc  hard  at  work.  The  library  is 
crowded  with  freshmen  nightly,  and  the  lights  burn 
late  in  Venable  Hall. 

Alumni  will  also  be  interested  in  knowing  that  the 
freshmen  have  not  been  entirely  neglected  and  left  to 
do  nothing  but   study  by  the   upperclassmen.      The

EDITORIAL    COMMENT 


Hampden-Sydney  And  The  Ministry 


With  commendable  concern,  Dr.  Herbert  E. 
Kann,  '30,  pastor  of  the  Westminster  Church, 
Fort  Worth,  Texas,  has  inquired  of  the  editors 
of  The  Record  as  to  the  success  of  our  alumni 
in  theology  and  the  ministry.  This  alert 
alumnus  had  noted  that  the  exceptional  record 
of  doctorates  earned  by  Hampden-Sydney 
men  in  various  fields  of  scholarship  did  not 
specifically  include  doctorates  in  theology. 
Could  it  be  that  this  historic  institution 
produces  no  theologians?  The  answer  is  that 
the  study  in  question  was  made  under  the 
auspices  of  the  National  Science  Foundation 
and  listed  only  the  natural  and  social  sciences 
separately.  Alumnus  Kann's  "tough  assign- 
ment"— a  kind  of  revenge  inflicted  upon  one 
of  his  former  professors — took  some  weeks  of 
research  but  turned  up  some  interesting 
information. 

At  least  eleven  Hampden-Sydney  alumni 
have  earned  doctorates  in  theological  studies 
in  the  comparable  period  (1920-1962).  Many 
of  these  were  Ph.D.s  from  such  academic 
institutions  as  the  University  of  Edinburg, 
Drew  University,  Duke  University,  and  the 
University  of  Virginia.  Others  received  the 
Th.D.  degree  from  reputable  theological 
seminaries.  This  number  of  doctorates  would 
seem  to  rank  theology  between  physics  and 
chemistry  and  hence  near  the  top  so  far  as 
departmental  contributions  are  concerned. 
We  also  found  that  seventeen  of  our  theologi- 
cally trained  alumni  are  in  the  academic 
field  as  seminary  professors  or  administrators, 
college  and  university  teachers  of  Bible  and 
Religion,  and  presidents  of  church-related 
colleges,  including  our  own.  In  addition  at 
least  seven  are  high  church  officials  or  di- 
rectors and  field  secretaries  on  various  church 
boards. 

This  led  us  to  a  study  of  city  pastorates. 
Here  we  were  forced  to  use  as  a  sampling  pro- 
cedure the  records  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States,  which  claims  the  largest 
number  of  our  ministerial  alumni,  to  be 
specific,  one  hundred  and  thirty.  Of  these, 
twenty-five  are  ministers  of  city  churches 
with  an  average  membership  of  just  over 
nine  hundred  and  ranging  up  to  the  2,394 
members   of   Dr.   W.   W.   Williamson's   ('39) 


Peachtree,  Atlanta,  Church  and  the  2,219 
members  of  Dr.  J.  Davison  Philip's  ('40) 
Decatur,  Georgia,  church.  The  total  givings 
of  these  twenty-five  churches  to  all  causes 
amounted  to  $2,625,771,  or  an  average  of 
about  $109,000  each.  In  the  same  year  (1964) 
these  same  churches  received  exactly  2,000 
new  members  or  an  average  of  eighty  additions 
each.  Their  net  growth  appears  to  be  close  to 
3%  per  annum.  Of  our  alumni  within  the  same 
denomination,  twelve  are  missionaries  labor- 
ing in  Brazil,  Japan,  Korea,  the  Congo,  and 
Thailand.  We  estimate  that  an  equal  number 
are  world  missionaries  of  other  Protestant 
bodies. 

The  1962  survey  of  the  occupational  distri- 
bution of  1,731  Hampden-Sydney  alumni 
showed  that  slightly  more  than  three  hundred 
and  fifty  of  our  alumni  are  pastors,  rectors, 
missionaries,  Bible  professors,  Christian  edu- 
cators, and  church  officials.  Since  in  our 
sample,  which  we  take  to  be  fairly  representa- 
tive, twenty-five  were  added  on  profession  of 
faith  for  each  "city  minister"  in  1964  and 
seven  for  each  pastor  of  a  rural  or  small  town 
or  suburban  church,  we  estimate  that  between 
forty  and  fifty  thousand  young  people  and 
adults  have  been  brought  into  the  life  of  the 
Church  under  the  ministry  of  our  still  active 
alumni.  What  this  means  for  the  second  and 
third  generation  by  Christian  precept  and 
example,  it  is  impossible  to  calculate. 

Among  the  sons  of  the  College  who  have 
recently  been  mentioned  in  the  secular  press  or 
church  papers  for  conspicuous  churchmanship 
are:  N.  Gordon  Cosby,  '42,  for  his  vital,  all- 
participating  congregation  in  Washington, 
D.  C. ;  Francis  A.  Schaeffer,  '35,  for  his  unique 
mission  to  intellectuals  in  Switzerland;  V. 
Neil  Wyrick,  '50,  for  his  five  Palmetto  Church 
in  Miami,  Florida;  Bishop  William  R.  Moody, 
'22,  for  his  many  devotional  studies;  James  A. 
Millard,  '32,  widely  known  and  efficient 
Stated  Clerk  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
and  former  theological  professor ;  Ernest  Trice 
Thomson,  '14,  noted  church  historian,  Assem- 
bly moderator,  and  productive  Christian 
scholar,  and  John  W.  Craven,  '45,  Lynchburg 
minister,  who  this  year  in  the  highest  court  of 
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his  denomination  effected  a  notable  reconcilia- 
tion in  the  matter  of  Christian  race  relations. 

Lest  we  seem  to  overemphasize  outward 
success,  let  us  acknowledge  that  it  is  still  true 
that  "he  that  is  least  among  you  shall  be 
greatest  in  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven."  Un- 
known numbers  of  Hampden-Sydney  alumni 
are  laboring  with  courage  and  dedication  in 
difficult  places  on  the  frontiers  of  the  Church 
or  are  faithful  ministers  of  rural  or  "inner 
city"  parishes.  The  College  may  take  just 
pride  in  all  these  servants  of  God,  scattered 
over  the  world,  who  in  a  tragic  and  disillu- 
sioned age,  bring  to  saved  and  lost  alike  the 
radiance  that  comes  only  from  the  supreme 
Redemptive  Source.

His  connections  with  Hampden-Sydney  were 
twofold. 

As  he  once  said,  "Hampden-Sydney  is  a 
part  of  my  past."  He  was,  you  see,  the  great- 
grandson  of  Dr.  Lewis  W.  Green,  the  ninth 
president  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  whose 
term  of  office  covered  the  years  1848  to  1856.

Adlai  E.  Stevenson  who  became  vice  president 
of  the  United  States  under  President  Cleve- 
land. They  were  the  grandparents  of  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  the  presidency  in 
1952  and  1956. 

While  the  late  Adlai  Stevenson  was  still 
governor  of  Illinois  and  just  beginning  to 
emerge  on  the  national  scene,  he  delivered 
the  commencement  address  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  This  was  on  June  9,  1952.  Here  he 
revealed  qualities  which  were  soon  to  become 
world-famous.  As  one  observer  noted,  his 
speech  "was  studded  with  humor  and  couched 
in  delightful  English.  He  revealed  a  com- 
prehensive and  balanced  view  of  world  affairs. 
He  showed  a  becoming  skepticism  over  cur- 
rent trends  in  government  when  he  stated 
that  increasing  participation  in  political  life 
by  responsible  citizens  could  halt  the  growing 
centralization  of  government."  Certainly  he 
participated  as  best  he  could. 

It  was  on  this  occasion  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  made  Governor  Stevenson  an 
honorary  alumnus  by  conferring  on  him  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  laws. 

Later  that  day  at  Cumberland  Court 
House,  another  new  alumnus  of  the  College, 
Russell  Good,  '52,  ran  into  Governor  Steven- 
son, who  was  having  a  soda.  In  the  course 
of  their  chat,  Mr.  Stevenson,  himself  a 
Princeton  man,  remarked  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  class:  "It  was  the  finest  bunch  of 
graduates  I've  ever  seen." 

Hampden-Sydney  joins  the  world  in  mourn- 
ing the  death  of  a  great  man.

University  from  1962  to  1964,  and  instructor  in  econom- 
ics at  Mount  Saint  Mary's  during  the  1964-65  session. 
He  is  currently  serving  as  a  graduate  assistant  in  econom- 
ics at  the  University  of  Virginia. 

This  brings  the  total  of  new  members  of  the  faculty 
and  staff  for  the  1965-66  session  to  eleven. 

Claude  Pritchard  Gets  Master's 

Claudius  H.  Pritchard,  Jr.,  '50,  Business  Manager  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  was  awarded  his  Master's  degree  in 
education  by  Longwood  College  in  August. 

Mr.  Pritchard's  thesis,  written  on  his  great-grand- 
father, was  entitled  "Colonel  D.  Wyatt  Aiken,  1828- 
1887,  South  Carolina's  Militant  Agrarian." 

Colonel  Aiken,  of  Cokesbury,  South  Carolina,  was  an 
officer  in  the  Civil  War,  and  served  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  from  1876  until  his  death  in  1887.  He 
was  also  a  staff  writer  for  the  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina News  and  Courier,  and  was  co-editor  of  the  Rural 
Carolinian,  one  of  the  south's  first  farm  magazines. 


Dr.  Boyd  Coyner 
Participates  In  Institute 

Dr.  M.  Boyd  Coyner,  Jr.,  Professor  of  History  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  was  among  the  four  professors  par- 
ticipating in  a  summer  Institute  in  American  History, 
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conducted  by  the  Corcoran  Department  of  History  at 
the  University  of  Virginia.  Dr.  Coyner  taught  the 
course  covering  the  Middle  Period  of  American  history. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Institute  was  to  upgrade  the 
teaching  of  American  history  in  the  secondary  schools, 
especially  in  Virginia,  and  to  stimulate  among  history 
teachers  renewed  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  better 
classroom  teaching  of  their  own  culture,  and  to  help 
assure  that  basic  American  traditions  and  values  are 
understood  and  passed  on  to  each  new  generation. 

The  eight-week  program  included  four  intensive 
courses.  Basic  concepts  and  new  interpretations  were 
emphasized,  with  content,  not  methodology,  being 
stressed.  Courses  were  offered  in  the  Colonial  Period, 
the  Middle  Period,  the  Civil  War,  Reconstruction,  the 
New  South,  and  the  Guilded  Age,  and  the  Twentieth 
Century. 

Glee  Club  Preparing 
For  Annual  Winter  Tour 

Hampden-Sydney  will  be  represented  throughout 
Virginia  and  parts  of  North  Carolina  in  late  November 
and  early  December,  when  the  70-voice  College  Glee 
Club  takes  to  the  road  on  their  annual  winter  tour. 

Dr.  T.  Edward  Crawley,  '41,  director  of  the  glee  club, 
reports  that  an  unusually  large  number  of  freshman 
members  of  the  club,  many  of  whom  have  solo  voices, 
and  a  good  group  of  returning  men,  should  make  this 
one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  the  glee  club  has  had 
in  several  years. 

The  glee  club  is  currently  preparing  a  program  of 
Christmas  music,  both  traditional  and  contemporary, 
which  will  be  sung  on  the  winter  tour.

The  Changing  Times 

To  help  alleviate  the  telephone  problem  on  the 
Hampden-Sydney  campus,  the  College  has  granted 
permission  for  students  to  have  their  own  private 
telephone  lines  installed  in  their  dormitory  rooms.  A 
student  wishing  to  have  a  private  line  must  have 
permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students.  Once  this 
permission  has  been  received,  he  must  pay  a  deposit 
of  $25  to  the  telephone  company.  The  deposit  is  re- 
fundable at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

Student  Body  President  Frank  Booth  explained 
the  situation  in  the  September  24  issue  of  the  Tiger: 

"It  was  hoped  that  the  Student  Government  could 
supply  more  pay  phones  throughout  the  campus,  but  it 
seems  that  the  main  circuit  to  our  College  is  not  of 
sufficient  size  to  go  beyond  the  limit  of  the  fifteen  pay 
phones  which  now  exist.  Private  phones  seemed  to  be 
the  answer  as  they  may  be  applied  adequately  to  the 
main  line.  (Please  excuse  the  crudeness  of  my  elec- 
tronic details,  but  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  science 
of  telephones.) 

"I  would  encourage  those  of  you  who  feel  that  they 
can  afford  to  have  a  phone  installed  to  do  so  as  it  will 
be  to  your  advantage  as  well  as  helping  to  lessen  the 
traffic  on  the  pay  phones." 

Anyone  who  has  ever  tried  to  reach  a  student  via 
telephone  after  the  offices  in  the  Administration 
Building  have  closed  will  immediately  understand 
the  "telephone  problem"  to  which  this  article  refers. 
However,  it  will  seem  strange  to  have  telephones  in 
rooms  where  at  one  time  the  only  heat  came  from 
fires  built  by  servants  in  fireplaces. 


Suspensions  Rise 
Under  New  System 

Thirty-seven  men  were  suspended  for  academic 
reasons  in  June,  and  50  were  placed  or  retained  on  pro- 
bation. 

At  the  same  time  last  year,  under  a  different  system, 
15  men  were  dismissed,  11  were  suspended  for  one  se- 
mester, and  22  were  placed  or  retained  on  probation. 
Some  of  this  rise  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  men  who 
would  ordinarily  have  been  suspended  in  February  had 
been  given  another  chance. 

There  were  some  cases  in  which  men  who  passed  most 
or  all  of  their  work  in  the  spring  semester  were  sus- 
pended in  June.  The  phrase  "flunking  out"  is  therefore 
inaccurate  as  a  blanket  term  for  academic  suspensions. 

The  reason  for  this,  according  to  Dr.  W.  C.  Holbrook, 
Acting  Academic  Dean,  is  that  more  attention  was 
given  this  year  to  whether  students  were  making  ade- 
quate progress  toward  graduation  in  grade  points,  which 
are  just  as  important  as  credits  are,  statistically  speak- 
ing. 

The  whole  record  of  a  man  who  is  on  probation  is 
subject  to  scrutiny  at  the  semester;  if  he  is  falling  be- 
hind, either  in  grade  points  or  in  credits,  he  will  receive 
an  academic  warning,  and  if  he  is  already  under  warn- 
ing, he  will  be  subject  to  suspension. 
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Sigma  Nu  Fraternity 
Moves  Into  New  House 

The  members  of  Eta  Pi  Chapter  of  Sigma  Xu  Social 
Fraternity  moved  into  their  new  house  on  October  15. 
The  two-story  brick  structure  is  located  on  Fraternity 
Circle  across  from  the  Sigma  Chi  house. 

Albert  Page  Construction  Company,  of  Farmville, 
won  the  construction  contract  with  a  low  bid  of  $23,495, 
and  work  on  the  house  began  in  early  June.  The  house 
was  designed  by  George  Johnson,  of  Lynchburg.

Hampden-Sydney  Receives 

National  Science  Foundation 

Grant 

Dr.  W.  Taylor  Reveley  has  announced  that  the 
College  has  been  awarded  a  grant  of  SI 7,500  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation. 

The  grant,  effective  immediately  for  a  three-year 
period,  was  awarded  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  support 
of  research  entitled  "A  Comparative  Systematic  In- 
vestigation of  Marine  Ciliates  in  the  Holotrichous 
Protozoan  Order  Hymenostomatida."  The  research 
project  is  being  conducted  by  Dr.  Jesse  C.  Thompson, 
Jr.,  Professor  of  Biology  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

For  the  past  several  years,  Dr.  Thompson  has  been 
collecting,  culturing,  and  making  permanent  slides  of 
marine  genera  in  the  order  Hymenostomatida.  These 
specimen  have  been  collected  from  the  Virginia  coast 
and  from  the  Indian  Ocean,  where  Dr.  Thompson  was 
a  participant  in  the  International  Indian  Ocean 
Expedition  during  1963. 

Dr.  Thompson  received  his  B.S.  degree,  magna  cum 
laude,  from  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  1949,  and  his 
Ph.D.  in  Protozoology  from  the  University  of  Virginia 
in  1956.  From  1955  to  1963  he  taught  biology  at 
Hollins  College.  He  became  Professor  of  Biology  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1963. 


Interesting  Items 

•  A  state  lottery  to  provide  badly  needed  funds  for 
Virginia's  colleges  and  universities  was  proposed  by 
Ross  Valentine  in  the  June  2  Times  Dispatch  of  Rich- 
mond. He  cites  an  article  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Yale 
Alumni  Magazine  which  points  out  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  a  number  of  other  colleges,  including  all 
but  one  of  the  Ivy  League  schools,  raised  money 
through  lotteries.  No  sales  tax  would  be  necessary  if 
such  a  measure  should  be  adopted,  Mr.  Valentine 
pointed  out.

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Dr.  W.  T.  Joyncr  Appointed  To 
Commission  On  College  Physics 

Dr.  Weyland  Thomas  Joyncr,  '51,  Professor  of 
Physics  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  staff  of  the  Commission  On  College 
Physics  at  the  University  of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor. 

The  Commission,  founded  in  1960,  is  one  of  the 
several  agencies  supported  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation  for  the  improvement  of  undergraduate 
instruction  in  the  sciences  and  mathematics  in  the 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States. 

Hampden-Sydney  is  the  first  southern  college  to  be 
represented  on  the  three-member  stall.  Dr.  Joyner  will 
be  working  with  a  physicist  from  Princeton  University, 
and  a  physicist  from  Washington  University  at  St. 
Louis.  Missouri.  Three  new  members  are  appointed  to 
the  staff  of  the  Commission  each  year.

In  announcing  that  the  Hampden-Sydney  College 
Board  of  Trustees  had  granted  Dr.  Joyner  a  one-year 
leave  of  absence  to  serve  on  the  Commission,  President 
W.  Taylor  Reveley  said,  "By  releasing  physicists  at  a 
time  when  all  departments  find  their  resources  taxed 
to  carry  out  regular  assignments,  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Department  of  Physics,  and  the  entire  College  express 
their  strong  support  for  the  work  of  the  Commission. 
We  are  very  hopeful  that  the  work  that  is  done  will  be 
found  to  justify  this  kind  of  contribution  by  its  im- 
mediate and  long-range  returns  to  the  departments 
concerned." 

It  was  in  1959  that  a  report  in  the  American  Journal 
of  Physics  revealed  that  Hampden-Sydney  was  the 
number  one  school  in  the  nation  in  the  number  of 
physics  majors  receiving  their  doctorates  in  Physics.

Dr.  C.  S.  Jones  Made 

Vice  Chancellor  At 

University  Of  North  Carolina 

Trustees  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  have 
approved  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Claiborne  S.  Jones, 
'35,  as  assistant  vice  chancellor  for  academic  affairs. 

This  is  a  new  post  created  as  part  of  a  major,  top- 
level  administrative  reorganization  at  the  University. 

Dr.  Jones  is  a  native  of  Petersburg,  and  was  the 
first    honor  graduate   of 
Petersburg  High  School 
in  1932. 

Three  years  later  he 
was  awarded  his  bache- 
lor's degree,  summa  cum 
laude,  from  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

Following  a  three-year 
interruption  due  to  an 
attack  of  polio,  Dr. 
Jones  entered  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  Grad- 
uate School,  where  he 
received  a  M.S.  degree 
in  biology  in  1940. 

He  taught  chemistry 
and  biology  in  a  pre- 
paratory school  for  a 
year  before  returning  to 
the  University  of  Virginia  to  earn  his  Ph.D.  in  biology'. 

Dr.  Jones  joined  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
faculty  in  1944,  and  today  is  a  professor  of  zoology.  He 
has  been  continually  engaged  in  undergraduate  teach- 
ing, and  for  the  last  ten  years  has  also  served  as  asso- 
ciate dean  of  the  General  College,  with  operational 
responsibility  for  the  freshman-sophomore  academic 
programs. 


Dr.  R.  Hugh  Wood  Completes 
41  Years  Of  Service  At  Emory 

When  Dr.  R.  Hugh  Wood,  '19,  Professor  of  Internal 
Medicine  at  Emory  University  School  of  Medicine, 
retired  Aug.  31,  he  had  completed  41  years  of  service 
with  Emory  University. 

Dr.  Wood  joined  the  Emory  staff  as  resident  phy- 
sician at  Grady  Memorial  Hospital  in  1924.  (Emory 
University  School  of  Medicine  provides  the  hospital's 
professional  staff.)  Dr.  Wood  entered  private  practice 
with  the  late  Dr.  James  Paullin  after  two  years  at 
Grady.  This  association  continued  until  1934,  when 
Dr.  Wood  began  the  independent  practice  of  internal 
medicine.  During  this  time  he  continued  to  teach 
part-time  in  Emory  medical  school.

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WAR  SERVICE 

In  1942  Dr.  Wood  was  commissioned  as  an  officer 
in  the  Army  Medical  Corps  and  was  appointed  chief 
of  medical  services  for  the  43rd  General  Hospital  (the 
Emory  unit)  and  served  with  the  hospital  in  North 
Africa  and  Italy.  Returning  to  the  United  States 
in  1944,  he  was  stationed  for  several  months  at 
Fort  McPherson,  and  was  then  named  chief  of  medi- 
cal services  at  Lawson  General  Hospital,  Atlanta.  He 
held  this  position  until  his  release  from  active  duty  in 
October,  1945,  with  the  rank  of  colonel. 

On  his  return  to  civilian  life,  he  became  associate 
professor  of  medicine  at  Emory  medical  school  and 
physician-in-chief  of  the  Emory  hospital.  In  August, 
1946,  he  was  appointed  dean  of  the  medical  school, 
and  in  1947  he  was  promoted  to  professor  of  medicine. 
He  served  as  dean  until  1956.  During  the  latter  part 
of  his  service  as  dean,  he  was  also  director  of  the  Emory 
University  Clinic.  Dr.  Wood  suffered  a  heart  attack 
in  1956  and  was  forced  to  resign  the  clinic  directorship 
because  of  ill  health.  He  has  continued  to  serve  as  pro- 
fessor of  internal  medicine,  however. 

In  his  teaching,  conducted  largely  during  rounds  at 
Emory  Hospital,  Dr.  Wood  reminds  his  students  that 
"it  takes  a  good  doctor  to  stay  out  of  the  Lord's  way." 

Explaining,  he  said:  "I  mean  by  this  that  we  phy- 
sicians must  give  the  Lord  and  nature  time  and  the 
opportunity  to  heal  the  body's  ills.  This  is  not  to  say 
that  modern  medicine  and  surgery  are  not  enormously 
helpful.  It  is  simply  a  reminder  that  other  factors  are 
involved  in  the  healing  process." 

EARLY  INFLUENCE 

Dr.  Wood  was  born  in  Floyd,  Va.,  Oct,  22,  1896. 
As  a  teenager  he  became  interested  in  the  work  of  a 
family  friend,  a  country  doctor. 

"I  saw  the  worthwhile  role  he  played  in  the  com- 
munity and  I  decided  during  my  senior  year  in  high 
school  that  I  wanted  to  go  into  medicine,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Wood  graduated  from  Floyd  High  School  in 
1915  and  attended  Hampden-Sydney  College.  From 
there  he  went  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in 
1917.  He  received  his  medical  degree  from  that  institu- 
tion in  1921. 

Dr.  Wood  served  his  internship  at  St  Elizabeth's 
Hospital,  Richmond,  and  his  residency  in  pathology  at 
Memorial  Hospital,  Richmond.  He  served  as  medical 
house  officer  at  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  in  Boston 
from  March,  1923,  until  July,  1924.  In  Boston,  he 
met  the  late  Dr.  Daniel  Elkin,  who  was  to  serve  for 
many  years  as  chairman  of  Emory's  department  of 
surgery.  Dr.  Elkin  interested  Dr.  Wood  in  coming  to 
Atlanta. 

Dr.  Wood  is  the  author  of  many  articles  on  internal 
medicine,  and  is  a  member  of  numerous  medical 
organizations.  He  served  as  president  of  the  Fulton 
County  Medical  Society  in  1946-47,  and  has  also  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Medical  Education  of 
the  Southern  Medical  Association,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Veterans  Administration-Medical  School 
Relationships,  and  the  Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges. 

Dr.  Wood  is  a  member  of  the  Constantinian  Society, 
an  organization  composed  of  physicians  specializing 
in  internal  medicine  who  served  in  the  North  African 
theatre  of  operations  in  World  War  II.   He  also  belongs 


to  Alpha  Omega  Alpha,  honor  medical  fraternity,  and 
the  American  Medical  Association.  He  is  a  fellow  of 
the  American  College  of  Physicians,  and  a  member  of 
Central  Presbyterian  Church. 

ALUMNI  AWARD 

In  1962,  members  of  Emory's  department  of  medicine 
and  the  medical  school's  administrative  staff  presented 
Dr.  Wood  with  a  gold-headed  cane  to  symbolize  his 
having  "the  mind  and  heart  of  the  true  physician." 
In  1963  Dr.  Wood  was  given  the  Emory  Medical 
Alumni  Association's  Award  of  Honor  for  his  contri- 
bution to  Emory's  school  of  medicine. 

Dr.  Wood  plans  to  make  his  retirement  home  in 
Griffin,  Georgia,  where  he  will  continue  limited  medical 
consultation  in  association  with  his  nephew,  Dr.  J. 
Denny  Hall. 

While  still  a  medical  student  Dr.  Wood  developed  an 
interest  in  the  hobbies  that  he  still  follows.  They  are 
fishing  and  music.  He  attends  a  considerable  number 
of  concerts  each  year  and  fishes  in  Florida  and  Georgia 
streams  as  often  as  he  is  able. 

"I  hope  to  have  more  time  for  these  hobbies  now  that 
I'm  retiring."    the  medical  educator  said. 

Dr.  Wood  is  the  holder  of  two  honorary  Sc.D.  (doctor 
of  science)  degrees.  He  received  one  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  1955  and  the  other  from  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  in  1953.

Dr.  J.  L.  Bugg,  Jr.,  '41,  has  been  promoted  from  Dean 
of   the   Faculty   to    Chancellor   of   the   University  of 
Missouri    at    St.    Louis.     Chancellor   Bugg   will    also 
retain  his  academic  title 
of  professor  of  history. 

The  elevation  of  Dr. 
Bugg  to  the  chancellor- 
ship signals  the  ap- 
proaching inauguration 
of  the  junior  year  cur- 
riculum on  the  Uni- 
versity's St.  Louis  cam- 
pus. It  also  completes 
the  appointment  of 
chancellors  to  head  the 
four  campuses  in  the 
master  plan  of  the  state- 
wide university  system. 

Dr.  Bugg  was  named

The  boys,  sons  of  Brig.  Gen.  Nguyen  Chanh  Thi, 
one  of  the  three  generals  who  set  up  the  present  South 
Vietnamese  government,  are  shy  and  retiring  in  the 
presence  of  adults,  but  are  lively  and  talkative  when 
with  the  other  children  of  the  home. 

Dr.  Bernard  E.  Bain,  '28,  superintendent  of  the 
home,  said  the  boys,  Nguyen  Chanh  Loc,  10,  and 
Nguyen  Chanh  Minh.  9,  were  sent  to  the  United  States 
when  their  father  became  concerned  over  their  safety. 

General  Thi,  commander  of  I  Corps  of  the  army  of 
the  Republic  of  South  Viet  Nam,  and  the  top-ranking 
general  on  the  South  Viet  Nam  battlefield,  discussed 
his  problem  with  representatives  of  the  American 
embassy  at  Saigon,  Dr.  Bain  said.  The  general  talked 
primarily  with  Col.  Samuel  V.  Wilson,  who  is  on 
loan  to  the  embassy. 

Colonel  Wilson  has  a  brother,  John  Wilson,  who 
lives  in  Farmville.  After  a  good  deal  of  correspondence 
with  him,  and  negotiations  with  the  State  Department, 
it  was  decided  to  ask  the  Presbyterian  Home  to  take 
the  boys. 

Arrangements  were  completed,  and  in  June  the  two 
boys  were  flown  to  the  United  States. 

Loc,  the  older  boy,  would  automatically  become  the 
head  of  his  household  should  something  happen  to 
his  father,  and  he  assumes  a  protective  attitude  toward 
Minh. 

The  boys  speak  both  Vietnamese  and  French  fluently. 
However,  when  it  was  decided  that  they  would  come 
to  America,  they  began  to  study  English. 

Since  their  arrival  the  boys  have  continued  to  learn 
English.  They  have  also  began  to  teach  the  other 
children  at  the  home  a  little  Vietnamese. 

Both  Loc  and  Minh  seem  to  enjoy  American  food, 
especially  milk.  They  drink  two  glasses  each  at  every 
meal.  They  are  also  fond  of  watermelon  and  corn  on 
the  cob. 

"They  have  real  good  appetites,"  Dr.  Bain  declared, 
"and  when  we  have  rice  or  noodles  they  really  go  to 
town." 

Although  Buddhist,  the  boys  have  been  attending 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  are  enjoying  Sunday 
school,  especially  singing.  "Their  housemother  says 
that  often  early  in  the  morning  she  hears  Loc  and  Minh 
singing  in  Vietnamese,"  Dr.  Bain  said.  He  added  that 
he  is  looking  toward  the  day  when  they  will  know 
English  well  enough  to  sing  in  the  home  choir. 

He  said  the  boys  are  making  excellent  progress  with 
their  studies  here  and  will  enter  Paul  Munro  School 
in  the  fall.  Just  what  grade  they  will  be  in  has  not  been 
decided  yet. 

How  long  they  will  remain  will  depend  on  what 
happens  in  Viet  Nam.

Coach  Fulton  Optimistic  About  1965  Grid  Season

Head  Football  Coach  Stokeley  Fulton  greeted  a 
mob  of  68  roaring  Tigers,  when  the  defending  Mason- 
Dixon  champs  arrived  back  at  Hampden-Sydney  for 
their  first  practice  session  on  September  1.  Among 
the  68  men  were  18  returning  lettermen,  and  31 
freshmen. 

Fulton  is  very  optimistic  about  the  1965  season,  but 
sees  the  lack  of  depth  at  guard  and  end  as  hindrances 
to  a  highly  successful  season.  On  the  other  hand, 
with  the  return  of  all  Mason-Dixon  and  All  Little 
Eight  choices  Whitey  Lipscomb  and  Ty  Tysinger, 
the  Tigers  have  the  finest  run-pass  combination  in 
Virginia  small  college  football. 

The  Tigers  have  dropped  Sewanee  and  Millersville 
State  College  of  Pennsylvania  from  their  schedule 
and  add  tough  Johns  Hopkins  University.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  schedule,  Guilford,  Bridgewater, 
Washington  and  Lee,  Western  Maryland,  Emory  and 
Henry,  Frederick,  Centre,  and  Randolph-Macon  offer 
a  formidable  slate. 

Quarterback  Lipscomb  is  the  biggest  plus  for  the 
Tigers.  Since  his  sophomore  year,  he  has  been  the 
premier  signal  caller  in  Virginia  small  college  football. 
Last  year  he  had  a  fine  year  even  though  he  was 
hampered  by  a  knee  injur}'  most  of  the  season.     He 


completed  59  of  141  passes  for  822  yards  and  five 
touchdowns.  Shift}-,  but  not  especially  fast,  he  managed 
to  return  13  punts  for  213  yards  and  two  touchdowns. 
He  amassed  48  points  last  season.  Backing  up  Lips- 
comb this  season  will  be  his  understudy  of  three  years, 
Deke  Summers,  and  two  fine  freshmen,  Bob  Rutherford 
of  Roanoke,  and  Mike  King  of  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina. 

To  complement  Lipscomb's  passing  attack,  the 
Tigers  have  their  most  explosive  running  attack  since 
the  days  of  Little  All-American  Lewis  Everette.  Ty- 
singer, the  Tigers'  most  outstanding  player  last  season, 
heads  this  attack.  Last  season,  he  rushed  for  532  yards 
in  128  attempts  for  a  very  respectable  4.2  yard  average. 
Ty  scored  30  points  on  two  touchdowns,  21  of  22  extra 
point  attempts,  and  one  field  goal.  He  punted  for 
36.1  yd.  average  and  kicked  off  for  an  average  of  47.7 
yards.  Sophomore  Phil  Rome,  the  hardest  runner  at 
Hampden-Sydney  since  Everette,  will  start  in  the 
same  backfield  with  Tysinger.  In  less  than  half  a 
season  last  year,  Phil  rushed  for  149  yards  in  41  tries. 
Defensive  ace  Jimmy  Null  is  slated  to  see  a  lot  more 
offensive  action,  and  returning  after  missing  a  year 
because  of  injuries  is  hard  charging  letterman  Jim 
Pickens. 
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Losing  honorable  mention  Little  All-America  George 
Heilig  is  a  loss,  but  Fulton  feels  sophomore  Jimmy  Lee 
is  a  more  than  adequate  replacement.  Lee  was  a 
sometimes  offensive  starter  last  season  and  will  most 
likely  play  both  ways. 

Returning  to  end  is  All  Little-Eight  Herb  Sebren. 
Sebren  was  the  second  leading  receiver  last  season. 
He  caught  17  passes  for  211  yards.  Battling  for  the 
other  slot  are  lettermen  John  Mack  and  Mo  Shumate. 

The  tackles  are  where  Fulton  feels  he  is  strongest. 
Sophomores  Travers  Edwards,  6'4",  236  lbs.,  and  Joe 
Caldwell  6'5",  205  lbs.  were  so  impressive  in  spring 
practice.  Fulton  feels  they  can  play  defense  and  give 
honorable  mention  All  Little-Eight  Rod  Goggin  6'2", 
230  lbs.  and  lctterman  Bob  Robertson  and  Bill  Gillespie 
a  chance  to  concentrate  on  offense. 

The  guards  lack  depth,  but  have  four  formidable 
men  returning  to  the  lineup.  Denny  Finger,  probably 
the  Tigers'  most  experienced  lineman  will  start.  At 
one  slot  will  be  either  lettermen  Bryce  Jewett,  Pete 
Smith  or  junior  Pete  Mowbray.  Jewett,  who  lettered 
as  a  freshman  last  year,  figures  to  get  the  nod. 

Steve  Martin  has  established  himself  as  the  man  to 
beat  at  center.  A  real  comer  this  spring,  he  is  an  ex- 
cellent snapper.  Backing  Martin  up  will  be  defensive 
ace.  Ken  Hyde.  Hyde,  a  letterman  since  coming  to 
school  figures  to  be  one  of  the  mainstays  of  the  defensive 
team. 

Overall  outlook:  Offense:  Lipscomb  and  Tysinger 
give  the  Tigers  a  well-balanced  attack.  Rome,  Null, 
Pickens,  and  Lee  are  men  to  watch.  Injuries  at  end 
or  guard  could  prove  to  be  a  real  problem. 

Defense:  Overall  size  and  the  speed  are  very  good. 
Experience  may  be  a  problem.  Watch  number  42. 
Jimmy  Null.  He  has  been  credited  with  making  or 
assisting  in  as  many  as  25  tackles  in  one  game. 

Kicking  Game:  With  Tysinger  returning,  it  should 
be  equal  to  or  better  than  last  season. 

Our  first  game :  Guilford  will  be  one  of  our  toughest ! 

We're  pointing  for  another  Mason-Dixon  Champion- 
ship in  1965 ! 

The  first  game  prediction  was  correct.  Guilford 
downed  the  Tigers  28  to  3. 

As  The  Record  goes  to  press,  Hampden-Sydney 
has  a  1-1  record.  The  Tigers  beat  Bridgewater  14-7 
on  September  25. 


Christmas  vacation.  Playing  in  friendly  Gammon 
Gymnasium  only  nine  times  in  23  outings,  the  Tigers 
will  have  their  work  cut  out  for  them. 

A  check  on  returning  players  finds  only  one  regular 
and  five  reserves  off  a  squad  of  16.  This  means  that 
this  will  indeed  be  "a  rebuilding  year." 

The  returning  starter  is  Thorn  Ouarles,  a  three-year 
monogrammer  from  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  "Leo"  has 
been  among  the  scoring  leaders  in  the  state  for  all  three 
years,  and  was  the  gentleman  who  pumped  in  32 
against  Randolph-Macon  last  season.  The  only  other 
senior,  Frank  Booth,  who  is  currently  President  of  the 
Student  Body,  will  be  given  first  shot  at  one  of  the 
guard  spots. 

Junior  Tommy  Lawrence,  at  6'6",  represents  most  of 
the  Bengal  height.  Lawrence  lettered  as  a  member  of 
last  year's  famous  "Zip"  squad. 

Three  sophomores,  Denis  Soden,  Stretch  Beach,  and 
Gary  Buck,  round  out  the  returnees.  Soden  came  on 
very  strong  at  the  end  of  last  year,  and  the  Richmonder 
has  all  the  makings  of  a  future  great.  Beach  saw  some 
action  as  a  guard,  and  Buck  did  not  see  too  much  action 
last  season  because  of  a  knee  injury. 

Two  upperclassmen  who  are  working  with  the  team 
after  a  year's  absence  are  senior  Larry  Tweel,  and 
junior  Jim  Rosenstock.  Tweel,  who  is  a  Trickier-type 
ball  handler,  fits  in  well  with  Coach  Pegram's  run-shoot 
type  of  offense.  Rosenstock  will  be  given  a  good  look  at 
one  of  the  guard  spots. 

Freshman  prospects  include  five  men  who  will  be 
counted  on  for  considerable  service.  Eddie  Dyer,  from 
High  Point,  Xorth  Carolina,  has  all  the  moves  to  be  a 
good  one.  Fred  McNeer.  one  of  the  top  students  in  his 
class  in  Huntington,  West  Virginia  (the  home  of  Bill 
Hardin,  naturally),  shows  a  fine  shooting  eye.  Tough 
Bob  Burness,  from  Scotch  Plains,  New  Jersey,  and 
guard  Charlie  Cobb,  from  Lynchburg,  could  come  on 
strong  enough  to  give  the  Garnet  and  Gray  a  big  boost . 
Don  Robinson,  a  lefty  guard  from  Richmond,  rounds 
out  a  promising  bunch  of  rookies. 

Coach  Bill  Pegram,  starting  his  sixth  year,  is  hoping 
for  his  sixth  straight  winning  one,  but  admits,  "quite  a 
few  of  our  new  and  untrained  players  must  come 
through  in  good  fashion  if  we  are  to  break  even." 

Hampden-Sydney  was  ranked  in  the  top  ten  offen- 
sively last  season,  and  broke  the  100  mark  eleven  times 
while  averaging  better  than  95  points  a  game.  This 
season,  the  points  are  going  to  come  harder,  but  the 
fight  in  the  Tigers  will  still  be  as  great. 


Basketball  Prospectus 

Four  consecutive  winning  seasons,  climaxed  by  last 
year's  fine  17-8  record,  have  warmed  the  hearts  of  many 
Tiger  Basketball  fans. 

The  coming  year,  howrever,  finds  the  Bengals  hard- 
pressed  in  two  departments.

1915 

John  H.  Bryan,  of  Birmingham,  Alabama,  spent  a  portion  of 
the  summer  months  touring  Arabic  countries  with  an  Arab- 
American  Friendship  Tour.

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Sketches  of  North  Carolina,  by  Rev.  William  Henry 
Foote;  third  edition,  edited  by  Rev.  Harold  j. 
Dudley,  '25;  Twyford  Printing  Co.,  Dunn,  N.  C; 
xxxii,  593  pp.,  plus  preface. 

In  1846  the  Rev.  William  Henry  Foote  published  his 
Sketches  of  North  Carolina.  He  wrote  that  his  pages 
were  designed  "to  open  the  way  for  some  future  his- 
torian to  do  full  justice  to  the  past,  by  recording  the 
events  that  are  so  honorable,  and  to  the  future  by  pre- 
senting a  page  full  of  interest  and  instruction,  all  true, 
and  all  encouraging.  They  contain  the  history  of  the 
Presbyterian  population  of  North  Carolina  as  far  as  it 
has  been  yet  collected  from  traditions,  records  of  the 
churches  and  ecclesiastical  bodies  and  printed  volumes 
that  refer  incidentally  to  this  people  and  their  principles 
and  their  doings.  Though  the  history  of  a  denomination, 
it  is  not  sectarian,  because  it  must  of  necessity  be  the 
history  of  a  large  part  of  the  State;  and  because  it  is 
also  a  fair  record  of  events." 

Quite  probably  in  recognition  of  this  achievement, 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  following  year  conferred  upon 
the  author  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

Dr.  Foote  deliberately  chose  the  name  of  "Sketches" 
rather  than  "History"  for  his  work,  perhaps  feeling,  as 
an  early  reviewer  wrote,  that  he  was  a  "chronicler 
rather  than  a  historian."  However,  that  may  be,  his 
Sketches  of  North  Carolina,  together  with  his  subse- 
quent two-volume  Sketches  of  Virginia  (1850  &  1855), 
has  been  a  mine  of  information  about  early  events  and 
personalities  of  the  two  states. 

The  first  two  editions  of  this  work  have  long  been  out 
of  print.  It  is  a  pleasure,  then,  to  welcome  a  third  edi- 
tion, published  this  year  and  equipped  for  the  first 
time  with  an  index,  an  important  addition  in  a  work  of 
this  size  that  is  so  important  for  reference  work. 

The  editor  of  this  new  edition  is  a  Hampden-Sydney 
alumnus,  the  Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  '25,  stated  clerk 
of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  In 
addition  to  the  thorough  index,  he  has  provided  an 
informative  preface,  a  list  of  errata  in  Foote's  work, 
and  a  selected  bibliography.  The  book  is  sturdily 
bound  and  was  reproduced  from  the  original  first  edi- 
tion by  offset  printing. 

As  one  of  several  exercises  in  the  use  of  the  index,  I 
looked  up  the  seven  references  to  Hampden-Sydney 
College  (and  let  it  be  noted  that  back  in  1846  Dr.  Foote 
was  writing  the  name  of  the  college  with  a  y,  not  i, 
after  the  S,  thus:  Hampden-Sydney).  This  excerpt 
from  page  478  will  give  some  idea  of  Dr.  Foote's  style: 
[John  Makemie  Wilson's]  "literary  course  was  com- 
pleted at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  in  Prince  Edward 
County,  Va.,  then  having  for  its  President,  that  noted, 
and  eminently  successful  preacher,  John  B.  Smith,  D.D. 
whose  name  is  connected  with  that  great  revival  of 
religion  in  1788,  and  onward,  the  influence  of  which  was 
felt  in  Virginia  and  Carolina,  in  bringing  multitudes 
into  the  church,  some  few  of  whom  still  remain,  just  on 
the  horizon  of  life — and  in  raising  up  a  host  of  preachers, 
whose  labors  have  done  much  to  spread  the  influence  of 
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the  gospel  over  the  South  and  West.  For  a  classmate,  he 
had  Moses  Waddel,  afterwards  distinguished  as  a 
divine  and  teacher  of  youth,  having  trained  some  of  the 
most  eminent  men  in  South  Carolina  both  in  Church 
and  State;  and  contested  with  him  the  first  distinction 
at  the  graduation  of  the  class." 

On  the  preceding  page  Dr.  Foote  retells  a  delightful 
but  shivery  anecdote  about  Mr.  Wilson.  As  a  child 
"just  beginning  to  walk,  he  strayed  away  to  amuse 
himself,  in  a  distant  part  of  the  yard  enclosing  the 
house.  After  a  little  time  he  was  seen  sitting  on  the 
ground  apparently  greatly  pleased  with  some  object 
lying  by  his  side.  His  mother's  approach  but  pleased 
him  the  more,  in  his  dangerous  sport.  With  breathless 
haste  she  seized  him,  quick  as  thought,  and  pressed  him 
to  her  bosom,  overcome  with  emotion;  for  he  was 
drawing  his  hand  over  the  folds  of  a  large  rattlesnake, 
apparently  delighted  with  the  smooth  skin  and  bright 
colors  of  the  reptile.  His  preservation  was  considered 
providential;  and  the  thoughts  and  reflections  con- 
nected with  it  had  an  influence  on  his  future  life.  A 
pious  mother  could  scarcely  refrain  from  devoting  such 
a  boy  to  God's  peculiar  service,  with  an  energy  that 
must  affect,  not  only  her  own,  but  also  the  mind  and 
heart  of  her  child." 

There  are  many  such  delights  awaiting  the  reader, 
whether  he  progress  from  cover  to  cover  or,  more 
selectively,  use  the  new  index  for  spot  reading.

OF  TIMES  PAST 

Why  Boys  Should  Finish  At  Hampden-Sydney 

This  letter  was  written  on  December  25,  1830,  by  a 
Farmville  mother  to  her  son  who  was  at  "Virginia  Uni- 
versity." It  reflects  some  of  the  hazards  of  college  life 
(at  least  in  a  mother's  mind),  and  might  be  repeated 
today,  though  in  different  language.  The  young  man 
in  question  had  been  at  Hampden-Sydney  (note  the 
spelling  "Sydney"  in  the  course  of  the  letter)  in  1828- 
29,  and  had  subsequently  transferred  to  the  University 
of  Virginia. 

This  letter,  together  with  another,  has  been  kindly 
sent  to  the  College  by  Col.  Ben  Venable,  '15,  of  Charleston, 
IV.  Va. 

December  25,  1830 

...  I  fear  you  have  thought  I  have  been  neglectful 
of  you,  but  not  so;  for  some  weeks  past  I  have  been 
closely  confined  at  home,  and  never  more  closely 
confined  to  work,  trying  to  get  the  negroes  clothed 
before  Christmas,  and  make  some  winter  clothing 
for  Mr.  P.  and  your  brothers  and  each  day  busy  as 
my  hands  have  been  my  thoughts  and  my  prayers 
have  been  with  and  for  you.  I  received  your  letter 
some  little  time  back  and  have  seen  those  to  your 
cousin  Nat  E.  also  your  circular;  from  those  com- 
munications my  hopes  were  very  much  encouraged, 
I  began  to  hope  you  had  resolved  upon  a  better  course 
than  heretofore  pursued,  that  you  were  resolved  to 
be  a  student  and  therefore  a  scholar.  (But  by  the  way 
my  dear  child  I  fear  you  have  undertaken  more  than 
you  will  do  well,  those  tickets  are  very  expensive  and 


if  you  don't  do  them  justice  by  study  you  had  better 
not  undertake  so  much  for  fear  nothing  will  be  done 
well,  and  a  little  well  done  is  better  than  a  great  deal 
half  done.) 

I  said  above  my  hopes  were  raised  and  I  began  to 
be  somewhat  reconciled  to  your  situation,  when  I 
was  told  again  that  at  the  University  there  was  a 
practice  of  having  balls  and  parties,  and  that  the 
students  were  in  the  habit  of  frequenting  these  places, 
and  that  you  had  also  been  attending  them.  Is  it 
possible  Thomas, —  -  If  so  I  bid  farewell  to  every 
advantage  from  your  books,  and  so  may  you,  can  you 
for  a  moment  think  it  consistant  [sic]  with  a  student's 
business  to  attend  these  places,  dissipating  his  time 
taking  his  mind  from  his  books  spending  his  money  and 
exposing  his  health ;  and  this  is  not  all,  the  worst  part  is 
committing  so  much  sin  distressing  your  mother  and  all 
your  friends  who  feel  interested  for  you.  Remember  my 
child  your  mother,  your  nearest  earthly  friend  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Church  and  cannot  for  a  moment  tolerate  it. 
You  are  a  member  of  the  visible  church  having  been 
baptised  into  it. 

I  cannot  no  I  cannot  for  a  moment  consent  to  your 
attending  such  places,  and  when  you  you  [sic]  know 
my  decided  disapprobation  against  it  you  will  not 
hesitate  I  hope  to  stay  away — and  you  must  write 
to  me  you  will  not  attend  such  places  any  more.  You 
had  a  thousand  times  better  be  at  Hampden-Sydney 
where  there  are  no  such  places  to  attend.  It  was  such 
things  as  these  I  dreaded  at  the  University,  for  I 
knew  there  was  no  religious  influence  there.  You  did 
not  tell  me  any  thing  about  the  church  you  attended 
or  who  you  heard  preach.  Remember  my  dear  child 
you  have  to  die;  we  hear  of  sudden  deaths  of  old  and 
young  and  middle  aged  dying.  We  have  no  time  to 
spend  in  folly  and  wickedness  for  we  know  not  the 
day  or  the  hour  when  we  may  be  called  too — lay  these 
things  seriously  to  heart. 

I  have  been  a  good  deal  mortified  by  a  report  that 
has  several  times  assailed  my  ears  since  you  went 
awav; — and  that  is  that  you  were  engaged  to  be 
married  to  A*****  W***,  and  that  A*****  had  heard 
that  you  had  put  out  the  report  and  that  she  was 
very  angry  and  very  much  mortified  and  a  whole 
pack  of  foolishness  like  that,  I  am  extremely  sorry 
that  a  boy  of  your  age  should  pay  such  attentions  to 
a  girl  as  to  give  any  such  chat  as  that  currency,  such 
children  as  you  are  to  be  talked  of  thus,  it  is  very 
imprudent  and  doing  yourself  great  injury.  I  hope 
you  will  be  more  cautious  in  future.  .  .  . 

The  letter  finally  closes  with  expressions  of  love, 
"anxious  solicitude,"  and  affection. 

The  young  man,  whose  name  was  Thomas  Frederick 
Venable,  apparently  survived  his  youthful  peccadillos  and 
his  mother's  fears.  He  is  listed  in  the  Hampden-Sydney 
alumni  catalogue  as  "merchant  and  farmer."  Col. 
Venable,  his  grandson,  writes  that  "he  had  become  quite 
decorous  in  his  old  age.  He  took  his  family  of  many 
boys  and  almost  as  many  girls  to  H-S  in  the  winter  so 
the  boys  could  go  to  college.  He  spent  several  winters 
in  'Westminster,'  which  I  believe  is  the  administration 
building  now.  .  .  .  He  also  lived  in  the  house  across  from 
the  Seminary  cemetery.  Some  of  his  children  were  bom 
at  H-S.  Macon  Reed' s  mother  was  born  in  the  '  Via 
Sacra'  house."

Sydney  College  and  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute. 

A  prominent  farmer  and  an  outstanding  citizen,  Mr.  Dupuy's 
activities  were  numerous.  Mr.  Dupuy  was  president  of  the 
Prince  Edward  chapter  of  the  Virginia  Farm  Bureau  Federation 
and  a  member  of  the  county's  Agricultural  Stablization  and 
Conservation  Committee ;  he  had  also  held  the  position  of  former 
supervisor  of  the  Piedmont  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  District. 
Active  in  community  affairs,  Mr.  Dupuy  was  an  elder  of  College 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Hampden-Sydney,  a  past  president  of 
the  Farmville  Rotary  Club,  a  member  of  the  Prince  Edward 
County  Democratic  Committee,  past  president  of  the  Prince 
Edward  County  Community  Chest,  and  active  in  the  Association 
for  the  Preservation  of  Virginia  Antiquities. 

He  is  survived  by  his  sister,  Miss  Mary  P.  Dupuy,  of  Worsham, 
and  a  brother,  Edward  Lawrence  Dupuy,  Jr.,  of  Martinsville. 

GARRETT.  Hunter  Whitis  Garrett,  '13,  a  retired  educator,  died 
July  12,  1965,  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  following  a  long  period  of 
declining  health.  Mr.  Garrett  held  a  B.A.  degree  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  an  M.S.  degree  from  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute.  His  grandfather  and  only  son  were  also  alumni  of 
Hampden-Sydney. 

Mr.  Garrett  was  principal  of  the  Mathews  County  schools  for 
twenty-three  years  and  vocational  agricultural  instructor  in 
Northumberland  county  for  twenty  years.  At  the  time  of  his 
retirement  in  1957  he  was  teaching  at  Northumberland  High 
School.  He  was  the  founder  of  Ruritan  Clubs  in  Mathews  and 
Northumberland  Counties  and  was  a  supervisor  of  soil  conserva- 
tion in  the  state  for  twenty  years.
